London, Aug. 5.—Warsaw's 
fall 


is now considered in London to be 
so certain that its fate has ceased 
to be a matter oi speculation, while 
the vast turning movement of the 
Germans to northward of the Polish 
capital is exciting the concern of the 
entente allies. 


It i& feared by observers here that 


the evacuation of Warsaw may be 
too iate to save the armies of Grand 
Duke Nicholas from the grave dis- 
aster which would be inevitable if 
Field 
Marshal 
von 
Hindenberg 


Should cet astride the Warsaw-Petro- 
grad railway. 


In the north the Russians now are 


defending the line of the River Ekau 
east of Mitau. 
This means that the 


Germans are at a point forty miles 
south of Riga and about one march 
from that town. 


The critical situation at Riga is in- 


dicated by the evacuation of the city 
by the non-military elements of the 
population, the banks being the last 
to leave. 
German cavalry forces are 


scouring the country in such num- 
bers that the Warsaw-Petrograd line 
is always in danger of being cut. 


At Kupischki, 50 miles west 
of 


Dvinsk, heavy fighting is in progress 
with the Russians 
resisting 
stub- 


bornly, as the breaking of the de- 
fense here would mean the 
early 


loss of Dvinsk, a most important 
junction of the 
Pctrograd-Warsaw 


railroad. 


Desperate battles still are prevail- 


ing along the Narew river, with the 
Germans meeting the stone wall of 
the Russian defenses, except 
at a 


point near Ostrolenka, where thev 
forded the river, 
captured 
several 


thousand prisoners and forced the 
Russians back to the outer defense 
on the northern front of the fort- 
ress of Lom/.a.

Washington, Aug. 5.—The Ameri- 


can reply to Austria-Hungary's re- 
cent diplomatic note, suggesting an 
embargo on war exports to the allies 
on the ground that the traffic has 
grown to proportions which violate 
American neutrality, has practically 
been finished 'by the state 
depart- 


ment and will be dispatched to Vi- 
enna within the next few days. 


The note reiterates the position 


of the United States, as it was ex- 
pressed on a previous occasion to 
Count von Bernstorff, the 
German 


ambassador, that "the placing of an 
embargo on the trade in arms, at 
this time would be a direct viola- 
tion of the neutrality of the United 
Slates." 


Austria's contention that "a neu- 


tral government is not permitted to 
allow unhindered trade in 
contra- 


band of war," if this trade assumes 
such a character or proportions that 
the neutrality of the 
country 
is 


thereby impaired," 
is declared 
in 


the American reply to be impracti- 
cal. 
The United

Warsaw, July 22.— (By mail to 


Petrograd and London, Aug. 4.) — 
The hurried measures adopted for 
the evacuation of this city are shown 
in a number of official orders which 
have appeared. 
These edicts dnect 


the removal of the University of 
Warsaw to Moscow and the discon- 
tinuance of, the administration of 
justice before the high courts after 
July 24. 
Another states that 
all 


horses, automobiles and other means 
of transportation not removed to the 
right bank of the Vistula before July 
18 will be subject to the requisition 
of the government thereafter. 


The order for the removal of the 


university directs 
the 
faculty 
to 


leave today and says that if it is 
found impossible for them to return 
the courses will 
be continued 
at 


Moscow university, a famous edu- 
cational institution. 


The edict discontinuing the law 


courts states that no new cases will 
be accepted, that pending cases will 
be discontinued and that sentences 
will be suspended. 
A guardian is 


appointed for 
the 
law 
buildings 


pending this suspension which lasts 
"until further notice." 


An order from the governor gen- 


eral suspended three Jewish news- 
papers but the 
editors 
have 
an- 


nounced that funds contributed by 
American Jewish organizations will 
permit the continued employment of 
the

provide 


three weeks' pay for the mechanical 
forces. 
A kitchen also has been es- 


tablished where employes may ob- 
tain dinner for twenty kopecs (13 
cents). 
Official plans 
have

published for the organization of 
the male civilian population between 
the ages of 18 and 30 years for mili- 
tary work such as transportation, the 
building of roads and the digging of 
trenches. 
These plans provide that 


each 1000 shall be under the direc- 
tion of a "head man," with a cen- 
turion for each 
100.

ages be fixed by two experts, one to

Thrice before Teutonic armies have 


knocked at its gates only to be de- 
nied by the strength of its defenses 
and the resistance of the forces hold- 
ing it. Apparently impregnable in the 
face of direct attack, it was compelled 
to capitulate before the sweep of a 
^ast movement which threatened 
to 


encircle tl'.e capital and with it tho 
Russian armies engaged in tne cam- 
paign of which it was the storm cen- 
ter from the north, northwest, west, 
south and southeast the Austro-Gcr- 
n>an forces have been pressing upon 
the Polish capital in their combined 
drive to force tb$ Russians out of 
Poland and if possible to break their 
offensive power for an indefinite per- 
iod by administering a decisive defeat 
all along the line.

Still, we are not so very much con 


cerned with exceptions to as the rule 
itself, so back we go to fitness vs. 
preference in the matter of champion- 
ships. Broadly speaking, championship 
qualification 
is 
divided into 
two 


classes—mental and physical. These 
instances will give general illustra- 
tions—chess and boxing. In the first 
case, It requires a highly developed 
mentality in a particular direction to 
win premier chess honors, while In 
boxing, Nature must mould a frame 
of ideal proportions and place within 
It vital organs so sturdy and co-ordi 
nated as to supply motive power for 
continuous 
exertion of a character 


that would down the ordinary man for 
the count Inside of a round or so. 


Now, this analysis is not meant to 


infer that the champion boxer is ne- 
cessarily a low brow or that the chess 
player Is a physical 
weakling—the 


sole purpose is to show in a general 
way the great gulf that forces apart 
from man have fixed between laud' 
able aspiration and successful accom- 
plishment. 


For the average, the normal man, 


the ideal sport—from the recreative 
angle and possibility of attaining a 
high degree of expertness—is the 
sport that provides mechanical means 
capable of equalizing the facilities at 
the command of his competitor and 
makes skill a matter of study and 
practice. Trapshooting falls under this 
classification—In fact, the clay bird 
game not only falls under but stands 
first in this class. 


As to opportunities, to become a 


"sure enough" trap champion—this is 
where the old proverb, "Opportunity 
knocks (at least) once at every man'; 
door," gets double, triple, quadruple 
and other kinds of verification, for in 
looking for prospective trapshootlng 
champions, old Opp. taps, raps, slams, 
bangs and kicks at the gunner's por 
tal, to say nothing of overworking the 
brass knocker, exhausting the elec 
trie bell batteries and calling up over 
the telephone. 


The editor asked for an article, not 


a book, so It will be necessary nol 
only to refrain from going into de 
tails, but also to curtail the mere 
listing of the honors. To begin with,

class 
championships al 


every trapshootlng 
club—'transitory 


honors usually rewarded with silver 
pap spoons. Then, come club cham- 
pionships, Interclub, intercity, state 
tri-state and Interstate honors, with 
loving cups, trophies and other orna- 
mental articles as tangible proofs of 
the shooter's prowess. 


Once a gunman has passed beyond 


the limits of the real estate bounded 
and described above—In other words 
has gone and got a "reputation"—he 
has before him the pickin's of the na 
tional field; the practical shooter calls 
these "bacon," the esthetic may de 
slgnate them as "the laurel;" how 
ever, if a shooter wants to wear a 
wrist-watch that's his business, but 
he will likely feel mighty lonesome 
in company with the 
fellows who 


carry their Ingersolls In a trousers 
nocket.

Now 
this doin' and diein', while primarily 
for the pleasure of some half million

shoot out of their systems without 
making the feathered 
creatures ol 


wood and field victims of the skill of 
the shooters. 


Aside from 
sentimental consider 


ations, the protection of bird life is 
an economic question of greater im 
portance than is generally realized. 


Unfortunately for the country, and 


equally so for the clay pigeon, it is 
not an insectivorous "bird," nor is ii 
a songster, at least not so you would 
notice it. But, as we have intimated 
the "birdie" faces fusillades of shot 
gun fire with utter abandon; a will 
Ing sacrifice to man's desire to de 
monstrate his prowess as a marks 
man. 


In flocks of millions, the "clay bird' 


challenges the shooter to pit his skil! 
against the speed of the target anc 
Its predilection to be where the shot 
Is not and leaves the gunman the poor 
consolation of having punched a hole 
In the atmosphere at a cost of severa 
cents per punch. 


True, many trapshooters continue 


In season, to follow the legitimate and 
royal sport of hunting, but a sports 
man of the type th%t will shoot fifty 
to one hundred shelta every Satur 
day throughout the yean Just for the 
joy of shooting, is not the withered 
souled and greedy-eyed Individual who 
would "hog" all the game of a county 
during both "open" and "closed" sea 
sons. And, too, the trapshooter, be 
llevlng In sport for sport's sake, woulr 
sic a game warden on the aforesaid 
g. 1. and w. s. individual the minute 
he was caught with the goods. 


Other hunters have forsaken field 


•hooting for "the sport alluring," find 
Ing In the inanimate-target game a 
satisfying substitute, without combat; 
with 
bramble bushes, wading o 


swamps or marshes and a spell o 
"rheumatlz" that lasts from the end 
of one hunting season till Just before 
the opening of the next.

Child Life in Vacation. 


For many weeks school 
children 


long for their annual summer holi- 


day. 
They dream of the days when 


they shall once more zander free 
from all restraints. Yet as a matter 
of fact, many of them spend their 
time hanging around 
and asking 


their mothers what they shall do 
next. 


The lawless and irresponsible free- 


dom of vacation is a detriment to 
many children 
They become petu- 


lant if asked to give an hour a daj 
to little tasks for the family con- 
venience. Yet they are able to take 
long jaunts and play incessantly 
in 


the sun. Children that seem perfect- 
ly well and self controlled in the reg- 
ular discipline of school term, often 
je>come irritable and nervous in vaca- 
tion, at a time when they are sup- 
posed to be receiving benefit 
from 


outdoor life and mental relaxation. 


It is the opinion of educators and 


social workers that the modern child 
has too little to 
do. 
In modern 


town life, there may be no task left 
for them to perform. The custom of 
regular work seems to have gone 
out of fashion. 
One child frets if 


required to mow the lawn or sweep 
the walks while the other children 
are roaming the streets. 


A high school principal was speak- 


ing the other day of the bad effects 
of the loafing habit on the older chil- 
dren. 
He felt it so keenly that he 


got the boys of his school to agree 
to pay a fine of five cents each time 
they were seen loafing around street 
corners by a teacher. 
The assess- 


ment was paid to the athletic asso- 
ciation of the school, so all felt good 
natured about 
it. 
It practically 


cured street loafing by the boys of 
that school. 


The trouble with the idea was that 


it applied only on Saturdays and af- 
ter school during term time. Dur- 
ing summer vacation, teachers scat- 
tered and the young folks could hang 
around the streets to their hearts 
content. But parents may well con- 
sider the suggestion as a vacation 
policy. A little regular 
work 
for 


school pupils during vacation will of- 
ten save the younger children from 
getting over tired at strenuous plays, 
and \\ill help prepare the older ones 
for 
more 
serious 
responsibilities 


later on. 


New Point of View.

the nations -nearest 
approximating 


the state of victors will accord gen- 
erous recognition to the bravery of 
their foes. 


The formal terms of peace 
may 


leave open the door to future strife; 
but the underlying spirit of the peo- 
ples, something vastly more signifi- 
cant in the long run. is not circum- 
scribed 
by 
written 
convention*. 


What if the coming peace shall be 
inconclusive? 
All the more proba- 


bility that it will be a lasting peace.

A Land of Doctors. 


(Pittsburg Gazette Times.) 


A story that has received univer- 


sal acceptance in this country 
for 


many years is to the effect that in 
China people pay physicians so long 
as they are well and when 
sickness 


comes the salary stops. The idea is, 
of course, that this method of com- 
pensation will cause the doctors to do 
their level best to keep their patrons 
in health. 
A returning missionary 


spoils the pleasing story by declaring 
that never in his extensive experience 
has he met with this scheme. 
It is 


true that many of the more prosper* 
ous Chinese give their physicians a 
regular stipend, but it is continued 
whether they are well or ill. Accord- 
ing to the report of the Rockefeller 
China Medical Board, comparatively 
few native physicians of that country 
deserve any salary at all. unless com- 
pensation is made 'on the basis of 
industry and sincerity rather 
than 


professional skill, for the practice of 
medicine is subject 
to no 
govern- 


mental regulation and anybody who 
wishes may hang out his shingle and 
proceed to dispense drugs and 
ad- 


vice as freely as if he were- a gradu- 
ate of the highest school in the land. 
As a consequence China is overrun 
with doctors who make all sorts of 
?xtraordinar>xexperiments on confid- 
ng patients, to the decided increase 
of the mortality statistics. 
The ab- 


normally high death rate is viewed 
with equanimity by the government 
officials, who say food 
is 
scarce 


enough anyway. 


When the Rockefeller Board 
be- 


gan its investigation of conditions in 
China it expected to render chief ser- 
vice by discovering methods of cop- 
ng with the epidemics which period- 
cally sweep that unhappy country. 
But now, it seems, a greater evil has 
ieen found in the wide prevalence 
of unauthorized 
and 
incompetent 


medical practitioners. 
With compe- 


;ent native physicians put 
in their 


place and a system of up-to-date hos- 
pitals in the principal centers of pop- 
ulation, there would be an appreci- 
able decline in deaths and 
disease. 


Japan longsago adopted a system of 
training and registration for doctors, 
and they have acquired a reputation 
for skill in diagnosis and treatment 
that extends throughout the Orient. 
It would seem that China, defense- 
less from foes without, has suffered 
also from perils within, but the way 
to eliminating the latter will soon be 
opened. 
Bluster With a Big Heart. 


Chicago is big and dirty, boastful, 


arrogant and reckless to the point of 
criminality. 
But Chicago's heart is 


as big as its bluster and quick to re- 
spond when help is needed. 
A city 


that, in the midst of hard times, will 
pour out more than a quarter of 
a

ity of recent years the per capita 
charity of Chicago has exceeded that 
of all American cities.
